Delivery  by  primary  distributors  during  May  of  about  823,000  tons  of 
sugar  were  almost  on  seasonal  trend  but  far  below  those  of  a  year  ear- 
lier when  the  stimulus  of  price  increase  announcements  produced  the 
third  largest  May  business  on  record.  June  deliveries  a  year  ago  were 
low  in  the  wake  of  the  May  activity  so  that  deliveries  this  month  should 
bring  the  first  half  year  total  up  to  or  above  the  4.  5  million  tons  deliv- 
ered in  January-June  1961.  Some  acceleration  of  deliveries  in  the  East 
may  result  from  announcements  of  withdrawals  of  allowances  and  in- 
creases in  prices  for  refined  sugar  with  late  June  and  early  July  effec- 
tive dates.  The  prevailing  quotations  for  sugar  in  100  pound  bags  before 
such  increases  became  effective  are  as  follows:

The  domestic  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  at  New  York  was  6.50  cents  per 
pound  from  June  1  through  June  7  but  from  June  12-18  was  6.47  cents. 
It  is  now  clear  that  refiners  will  have  larger  than  usual  stocks  at  the  end 
of  June.  Thus  longer-run  program  uncertainties  rather  than  short  run 
availability  of  supplies  appear  to  be  the  major  factor  in  the  strength  of 
the  raw  market  during  recent  weeks.  From  January  1  through  June  18 
the  spot  price  of  raw  sugar  averaged  6.43  cents  per  pound  or  0.08  cent 
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above  the  average  for  a  comparable  period  last  year.  The  average  price 
of  refined  sugar  in  the  northeast  territory  during  the  same  time  was 
9.52  cents  per  pound,  or  0.02  cent  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

The  June  11  crop  report  of  the  Department  shows  1961  crop  sugar  pro- 
duction in  the  mainland  cane  area  as  858,000  tons,  raw  value.  Of  the 
total,  650,000  tons  were  produced  in  Louisiana  and  208,000  tons  in 
Florida.  These  two  tonnages  were  36  and  19  percent,  respectively, 
above  the  preceding  crop,  which  had  been  a  record  high  for  Florida  and 
within4  percent  of  the  record  (1938)  for  Louisiana.  Domestic  beet  sugar 
production  from  the  1961  crop  on  the  basis  of  year  of  harvest  used  bv 
the  Crop R  eportingJBoard  was"indicated  at  2,  3 18,000  tons  in  their  June  11 
publication.  This  estimate  has  been  corrected  to  2,382,000  tons.  Sugar 
Act  crop  years  are,  basically,  the  year  of  planting  rather  than  the  year 
of  harvest.  For  the  Sugar  Act  crop  year,  production  from  the  1961  crop 
is  currently  estimated  at  2,425,000  tons.  The  difference  of  43,000  tons 
reflects  an  estimated  increase  in  production  in  California  (mainly  the 
Imperial  Valley)  during  the  early  part  of  1962  but  not  yet  completed,  as 
compared  to  that  of  1961  incorporated  in  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
production  report. 

For  world  raw  sugar,  a  price  of  2.68  cents  per  pound  was  quoted  for 
June  15-18  by  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  contract  No. 
8,  f.a.s.  stowed  Caribbean  ports  including  Brazil.  This  was  0.08  cent 
above  the  May  average,  but  in  the  meantime  a  low  of  2.50  cents  was 
registered  on  June  5.  Since  April  18,  the  range  of  quotations  has  been 
only  0.18  cent  after  exhibiting  an  0 .  80  cent  range  -  from  2.0  5  to  2.85 
cents  earlier  in  the  year. 

Reports  from  Cuba  put  the  Cuban  crop  as  of  May  31  at  4,  743,  084  metric 
tons.  Estimates  on  final  production  are  placed  at  around  4,800,000 
metric  tons.  Trade  reports  now  put  the  Mexican  crop  at  1,450,000 
metric  tons  as  compared  to  the  earlier  estimates  of  1,640,000  tons. 

India  late  in  May  announced  the  release  of  an  additional  100,000  tons  for 
export.  This  makes  a  total  of  250,000  tons  released  so  far  this  year. 
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SUGAR  DISAPPEARANCE-  IN  1961 

This  is  the  sixth  June  analysis  of  the  supply  and  disposition  of  sugar  in 
the  continental  United  States  for  the  preceding  calendar  year.  The  pur- 
pose is  to  blend  together  the  various  series  of  data  on  sugar  disposition 
in  the  continental  United  States,  balance  them  out  with  the  more  com- 
plete data  on  supplies  and  deduce  the  best  estimate  we  can  of  the 
"disappearance"  of  sugar  into  various  uses  and  through  various  channels 
of  distribution.,  It  is  recognized,  of  course,  that  "disappearance"  may 
differ  considerably  from  the  more  familiar  data  on  "deliveries"  or 
"distribution"  by  primary  distributors.  The  approach  and  method  used 
are  the  same  as  those  of  the  earlier  analyses,  detailed  in  Sugar  Reports 
No.  62. 

The  major  breakdown  of  both  supplies  and  disposition  for  each  of  the 
years  1953-61  is  shown  in  Table  1.  The  1961  domestic  "disappearance" 
of  quota  sugar  (excluding  imported  liquid  sugar),  rose  by  170,000  tons 
over  I960  to  reach  a  record  total  of  9  ,  560  ,  000  tons  .  This  inc rease  com- 
pares with  the  more  publicized  figures  concerning  deliveries  by  primary 
distributors  which  rose  by  350,000  tons.  Stocks  held  by  industrial 
users,  wholesalers,  and  retailers  at  year- end  were  about  unchanged 
from  a  year  earlier,  and  constructive  deliveries  at  the  end  of  the  year 
of  44,000  tons,  were  up  41,000  tons  from  the  year  before,  but  about 
15,000  tons  below  the  1952-60  average.  Other  highlights  of  this  1961 
year-end  analysis  are: 

1.  New  supplies  from  domestic  areas  were  the  largest  on  record;  those 
from  foreign  countries  the  smallest  in  any  year  since  1957;  the  total 
down  only  slightly  from  the  I960  record. 

2.  Despite  record  disappearance  during  the  year,  year-end  stocks  were 
within  5  percent  of  the  record  level  at  the  year's  beginning. 

3.  An  increase  in  receipts  and  deliveries  of  sugar  by  wholesalers, 
although  small,  was  the  first  since  1958. 

4.  The  relative  importance  of  sugar  usage  by  industrial  establishments 
continued  to  rise.

About  30,000  tons  of  the  1961  increase  in  domestic  disappearance  of 
quota  sugar  is  an  offset  for  the  cessation  of  imports  of  liquid  sugar  from 
Cuba.  Imported iliquid  sugar,  subject  to -special  quotas  not  included  in 
"sugar  requirements"  normally 'has  been  excluded  from  data  on  distri- 
bution . 

Wholesalers  continued  to  lose  sugar  business  via  retailers  at  twice  the 
rate  of  decrease  in  the  retail  business  in  1961.  On  the  other  hand 
wholesalers  picked  up  one-third  of  the  increase  to  industrial  users  and 
almost  all  the  increase  to  hotels,  restaurants,  and  institutions,  an  in- 
crease in  volume  large  enough  to  increase  their  total  business. 

The  changing  pattern  of  sugar  disappearance  is  developed  more  fully  on 
three  bases  in  Tables  2,  3  and  4:  in  aggregates  and  departures  from 
trend,  in  terms  of  pounds  per  capita,  and  in  percentage  distribution  of 
totals  among  industrial  types  of  use. 

1961  Disappearance  in  Relation  to  1952-59  Trends  (Table  2) 

The  1961  domestic  disappearance  of  sugar  for  all  uses  nationally  was 
1.6  percent  above  the  1952-59  trend  projected  through  1961.  This  re- 
flects a  2.9  percent  above  trend  sugar  usage  in  sugar -containing  prod- 
ucts along  with  below  trend  readings  for  households  of  0 . 9  percent  and 
for  hotel,  restaurant,  and  institutional  use  of  1.7  percent.  Disappear- 
ance for  three  of  the  five  sugar  using  industrial  groups  was  above  their 
respective  trends.  The  percentage  above  trend  for  confectionery  at 
3.8  was  greater  than  that  for  the  industrial  total  for  the  second  suc- 
cessive year.  Disappearances  for  beverages  and  for  canned,  bottled, 
and  frozen  foods  were  2.3  percent  above  their  trends.  Sugar  disap- 
pearance for  use  in  bakery  and  allied  products,  and  for  use  in  ice- 
cream and  dairy  products  were  slightly  below  their  trends.  — 

Per  Capita  Sugar  Use  (Table  3) 

The  increase  in  sugar  disappearance  in  1961  over  I960  exceeded  popu- 
lation growth  by  about  0.2  pound  per  capita.   Disappearance  for  use  in

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sugar-containing  products  increased  one  pound  per  capita,  mostly  in  the 
beverage  and  canning  groups.  No  change  occurred  for  hotel,  restaurant, 
and  institutional  use,  but  for  household  use  per  capita  disappearance 
decreased  by  0.9  pound,  continuing  a  decline  relative  to  the  1952-59 
average . 

Proportionate  Use  of  Industrial  Sugar  by  Groups  (Table  4) 

Baked  goods  and  beverages,  by  far  the  largest  industrial  use  groups, 
were  of  about  equal  size  as  to  sugar  usage  in  1961,  each  with  about  27.7 
percent  of  the  industrial  total.  This  was  a  slightly  smaller  percentage 
for  baked  goods  and  a  little  larger  percentage  for  beverages  than  in 
I960.  Slightly  larger  percentages  in  1961  than  in  I960  also  occurred  for 
canned  goods  and  for  non-food  products.  There  was  a  minor  decrease 
in  the  ice-cream  and  dairy  products  share  in  total  sugar  use. 


1/  After  determining  the  estimated  use  of  sugar  by  major  groups  as 
detailed  in  Sugar  Reports  No.  62,  June  1957,  the  quantity  of  sugar  used 
by  specified  industrial  sub-groups  is  estimated,  taking  one  sub-group 
at  a  time.  In  estimating  the  approximate  use  of  sugar  for  each  spec- 
ified sub-group,  consideration  is  given  to  the  following  sources:  (1) 
direct  deliveries  of  sugar  reported  by  primary  distributors  by  types  of 
buyers;  (2)  Estimates  by  the  Census  Bureau  in  its  annual  survey  for  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  of  sugar  receipts  and  stocks  of  indus- 
trial establishments;  (3)  reports  by  industrial  sugar  user  groups;  and 
(4)  other  applicable  information.  The  difference  between  the  industrial 
total  and  the  total  of  the  specified  sub-groups  is  the  amount  which  is 
permitted  to  remain  in  the  "multiple  and  miscellaneous  food"  sub-group 
for  any  given  year.  Thus,  the  latter  sub-group  is  a  residual  category 
and  is  generally  more  subject  than  the  specified  sub-groups  to  rela- 
tively large  annual  variation.  It  may  be  recalled  that  primary  distrib- 
utors reporting  deliveries  by  types  of  buyers  include  in  the  multiple  and 
miscellaneous  sub-group  quantities  of  sugar  for  which  specific  category 
of  use  is  not  initially  known.

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BULK  REFINED  DELIVERY  CONTINUES  INCREASE 

The  chart  and  five  tables  that  follow  continue  the  story  of  the  change- 
over to  bulk  delivery  o~f  refined  sugar  which  has  been  a  feature  of 
several  May  issues  of  Sugar  Reports. 

In  quantity  the  increase  in  bulk  deliveries  (liquid  and  dry)  from  I960  to 
1961  was  the  largestyet  recorded  (Tables  5  and  6).  The  increase  in  per- 
centage of  the  total  movement  was  exceeded  slightly  by  the  increase 
from  1959  to  I960. 

isfotably,  cane  sugar  bulk  deliveries  increased  by  4.5  million  hundred- 
weights, substantially  more  than  the  3.4  million  increase  in  refiners' 
total  deliveries  and  especially  striking  in  view  of  the  1  .  5  million  hun- 
dredweight decrease  in  all  cane  sugar  deliveries,  including  those  of 
importers.  Of  the  beet  sugar  increase,  about  8.5  million  hundredweight 
in  total,  about  a  third  was  in  bulk,  one-half  in  industrial  bags  and  the 
remaining  one-jsixth  in  consumer  packages.  In  volume,  the  industrial 
bag  increase  for  beet  sugar  closely  paralleled  the  decrease  for  cane 
sugar  imported  for  direct  consumption. 

Consumer  packages,  bulk,  and  industrial  bags  each  accounted  for  just 
about  one-third  of  all  sugar  delivered  in  1961  (Figure  1  and  Table  7.). 
For  the  first  time  bulk  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  exceeded  cane  sugar 
deliveries  in  industrial  packages  (Table  5)  and  a  similar  attainment  for 
beet  and  cane  sugar  combined  is  clearly  in  prospect  for  1962.  Beet  bulk 
deliveries  were  in  the  proportion  of  about  two  dry  to  one  liquid;  for  cane 
the  reverse . 

The  greatest  increase  in  bulk  deliveries  relative  to  the  total  occurred  in 
the  Middle  Atlantic  region  which  in  I960  already  was  receiving  a  higher 
percentage  of  its  sugar  in  bulk  than  any  other  region.  This  region  also 
takes  the  highest  percentage  of  its  bulk  deliveries  in  liquid  form.  The 
South,  with  the  lowest  percentage  of  deliveries  in  bulk,  showed  the 
second  highest  percentage  point  increase  from  year  to  year.

On  a  per  capita  basis  (Table  8),  deliveries  of  sugar  in  bulk  have  been 
increasing  every  year  since  1957  and  at  an  increasing  rate.  The  deliv- 
eries shown  by  the  Census  of  Manufactures  data  for  1954  indicate  that 
this  probably  has  been  true  for  at  least  eight  years.  These  consistent 
increases  have  been  taking  place  in  the  context  of  irregular  changes  in 
total  per  capita  deliveries  of  sugar.  On  average,  per  capita  deliveries 
of  bulk  sugar  have  been  increasing  more  than  four  times  as  rapidly  as 
total  deliveries,  those  in  consumer  packages  have  been  increasing  very 
slightly  and'  those  in  industrial  packages  have  been  falling  to  offset 
those  gains . 

In  line  with  normal  expectations,  all  major  types  of  business  (Table  6) 
received  larger  deliveries  of  sugar  in  1961  than  in  I960.  A  drop  in  the 
relatively  small  deliveries  to  "multiple  use"  may  suggest  merely  a  more 
complete  classification  into  the  more  specific  use  groups.  The  excep- 
tional features  of  the  changes  by  types  of  business  lie  in  the  shift  from 
cane  to  beet  sugar  in  the  wholesale-retail  trade  and  in  the  selective 
features  of  the  shifts  from  cane  to  beet  and  from  bag  to  bulk  among  the 
manufacturing  classes.  Cane  sugar  shows  large  decreases  in  deliv- 
eries to  bakers,  confectioners  and  canners,  offsetting  in  part  larger 
gains  to  these  groups  a  year  earlier.  The  I960  to  1961  decrease  in  cane 
sugar  deliveries  to  multiple  users,  almost  one  million  hundredweights, 
may  have  minimized  other  decreases  and  enlarged  the  modest  increases 
to  the  ice  cream  and  dairy,  beverage  and  non-food  industries  and  to 
hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions.  Despite  decreases  in  total  cane 
sugar  deliveries  to  some  groups  as  noted,  the  deliveries  of  liquid  cane 
sugar  increased  to  every  trade  classification.  Notably,  the  industry 
groups  taking  increased  cane  supplies  in  1961  depend  most  heavily  on 
liquid  sugar;  69  and  58  percent  of  the  cane  sugar  to  the  ice  cream  and 
dairy  and  the  beverage  industries,  respectively,  were  liquid.  The  bev- 
erage industry  accounted  for  the  most  significant  increase  in  liquid  beet 
sugar  deliveries.  The  large  over-all  beet  sugar  increase  was  distrib- 
uted among  all  major  types  of  business  and  styles  of  delivery.  (Table  9)

May  31,  Raw  sugar  in  excess  of  the  quota  and  allotments  for 

1962  Puerto  Rico  and  the  quota  for  the  Philippines  for  the 

first  six  months  of  1962  may  be  brought  into  the  con- 
tinental United  States  during  June  for  refining  and 
storage  until  July  1,  1962. 

Authorizations  for  the  release  of  sugar  pursuant  to 
this  notice  may  be  issued  only  to  cover  raw  sugar  to 
be  imported  by  or  delivered  to  a  refiner  who  is  the 
principal  on  a  USDA  bond  accepted  under  Sugar.  Reg- 
ulation 817.  (See  June  5,  1962  Federal  Register). 


May  31,  Determination  of  a  deficit  of  70,000  tons  in  the  quota 

1962  for  the  Mainland  Cane  Sugar  Area*  for  the  six-month 

period  ending  June  30,  1962,  and  reallocation  of  this 
quantity  to  the  Domestic  Beet  Sugar  Area,  Puerto 
Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands. 

In  an  accompanying  action  USDA  rescinded  the 
Domestic  Beet  Sugar  Area  processor  allotments  for 
this  period  since  the  increase  in  the  quota  makes 
such  allotments  unnecessary.

Revision  of  sugar  marketing  allotments  of  the  main- 
land quota  for  Puerto  Rico  to  give  effect  to  the  in- 
creased quota  for  Puerto  Rico  announced  May  31

This  revision  will  permit  sugarcane  processors  in 
Puerto  Rico  to  ship  an  additional  25,667  tons  of  raw 
sugar  to  the  mainland  within  established  allotments. 
The  permitted  quantities  of  sugar  that  maybe  shipped 
within  the  direct-consumption  limitation  for  Puerto 
Rico  remain  unchanged.

HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  May  1962  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
823,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up  about  127,000  tons 
from  April  1962  but  down  139,000  tons  from  May  1961.  January-May 
1962  deliveries  3 ,  573  ,  000  short  tons  ,  raw  value ,  down  101 ,  000  tons  ,  or 
2.7  percent  from  same  1961  period.  Final  data  for  April  1962  deliv- 
eries, 696,000  --  previously  published  preliminary  as  701,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  June  2,  1962  were  1,592,988  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  down  192,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier, 
and  down  147,000  tons  from  end  April  1962 .  During  May  refiners'  stocks 
increased  by  about  15,000  tons;  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  by 
about  145,000  tons,  importers  of  direct-consumption  sugar  stocks  by 
about  2,000  tons,  and  mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks  by  about 
16,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  1962  quotas  to  June  8,  1962  were  2,607,798  short  tons, 
raw  value;  in  addition,  1 ,  54l ,  51 1  tons  of  non-quota  purchase  sugar  were 
authorized  for  entry,  for  a  total  of  the  two  of  4,  149,309. 

4.  Regionally,  January- April  deliveries,  1962  as  compared  with  1961, 
were  up  to  4  regions  and  down  to  1:  Increases  --  Middle  Atlantic  2.2 
percent,  North  Central  2.0  percent,  Southern  1.2  percent,  Western  1.9 
percent;  Decrease  --  New  England  1.3  percent. 

5.  First  quarter  1962  sugar  deliveries  to  industrial  buyers  were  down 
1.7  percent  from  first  quarter  1961,  but  to  non-industrial  buyers  they 
were  up  3 . 9  percent.  Industrial  buyer  deliveries  increased  for  bakery 
and  allied  products,  confectionery  and  related  products,  and  ice-cream 
and  dairy  products  but  decreased  for  beverages ,  canned  and  related 
products,  non-foods,  and  multiple  and  miscellaneous  uses.  Non-indus- 
trial buyers  deliveries  increased  to  retailers  and  to  wholesalers  but 
decreased  to  hotels,  restaurants,  and  institutions.
